DE MUND WINS FUTBUSH. 



ELECTIONEER AND FOUNTAINBLUE FAIL TO 
FINISH IN THE MONEY. 

Lakeland Blames Shaw~Bedouin Triumphs in the 
Century Stakes — John M. P. Scores in the 
Great Autumn Steeplechase. 



New York. Se|)teral*er 8. — At Sheopshead Bay to- 
day alK>ut. i>et>ple saw IH‘ Mund vanquish the 

rt,ii‘Wer of eastern iwo-year-ohls in the Plutbush 
Stakes, the eniclal juvenile race of the year, at 
s«‘ven furlooKs. The eight starters included the 
celebrities Klectioneer and Fountalnhlue. The winner 
was as gi^od as 15 to 1 in the l>etting and had little 
more thuu an exercise gallop to lead his opponents 
from end to eud in the fast tinie of 1:2.5*. The 
ig'ioiiiinoiis <lownfall of Electioneer and Fountain- 
blue create<l a tremendous furore, but it was con- 
I'cdeil on all sides that their showing was too bad to 
be true. 

Next to the defeat of Court Dress and Pope Joan 
In the (treat Filly Stakes, today’s running of the 
Flat bush Stakes ranks as one of the great turf sen- 
sations of the season. William Lakeland declared 
that Ele<-tioneer’s race was “not his best effort by 
a thousand iKuinds,” and w’axed ver.v wroth over 
Shaw’s alleged mishamlling of the colt. He broke 
into a frenzy as the race progressed wdth Electioneer 
losing ground steadily, and stood transtixetl and 
hardly daring to breathe during the Futurity hero s 
,sensati(»nal move on the far turn, but when the colt 
failed utterly in the stretch, I.aikeland fell back 
into his seat with a groan, his face taking on an 
ashen hue and forthwith commenced reviling Shaw 
and asi-rilKHl the Voter colt’s unexpectedly bad race 
to the jo<ke.v’s questionable efforts. Regarding 
Elect ioneer’s reimrted sale he replied briefly that he 
did not know’ w’hether he would i>ass out of his 
IMissessimi or not. 

The C/cntury Stakes produced a good contest. The 
race was slowly run which told against The Picket 
and he was left behind in the closing half mile sprint 
which resulted in a head victory' for Bedouin, a more 
s«*asone<l horse than Fine Cloth. 

John M. P. lacked the dash he displayed in his 
pre<*eiling victory and, although he won the (Ireut 
.\utuinn Steeple»’hase this afternoon. It w’as only 
after a very great effort on his part. The majority 
of experts now’ <ieny his right to be classed with 
such a horse as Good and Plenty. 

.T. H. Madigan, a Canadian ow’ner, w’on a for- 
tune with Elllwtt in the first race. Every book in 
the ring lost heavily to the race. It is spid that the 
owner w’on fully |75,(MK>. This coup, how'ever, 
dwLndleil into insignificance w’hen compared w'ith 
the Drake-Gates winnings on Royal Lady. Mr. , 
Drake smilingly remarked as he turned away after 
nodding a protecting bid to the $1,400 run-up that 
followe<i tile victory of the Royal Flush III. filly: “I ! 
did i»retty well, but my winnings today are trifiing 
<‘Oinpared w’ith w'hat I w’on on her daddy a few’ 
years back on the English turf.” A canvasa of 
the ring disclosed the fact that the wagering on 
Royal Lady l>egan with the opening of the price 
and continued steadily to the start. 

'Trainer Jack Joyner says that Water Pearl Is 
going along w’ell in his w’ork and will be fully 
keye<l up for a decisive meeting with his two great 
rivals. Salvidere and De Mund in the Junior 
Champion Stakes, to w’hich all three are eligible. 

CORUSCATE WINS LOUISVILLE’S FEATURE. 

Mamie Algol Takes the Mile and a Half Race— 
Martha Gorman Scores at Long Odds. 

L<niisville, Ky., September 8. — There was a big 
crowd at Douglas Park to<lay. The card was a 
goisl one.
